TOKYO, Sunday, Dec. 16.— 
(UP)—Prince Fumimaro Konoye, 
three-time premier of Japan fac 
ing arrest as a war criminal, com- 
mitted suicide Saturday night in 
his Tokyo residence. 


The announcement was made 
by Gen. MacArthur’s headquar- 
ters at 9:45 a. m. MacArthur’s of- 
ficer said the prince, who was to 
have surrendered Sunday at Su- 
gamo prison on war criminal 
charges, took poison. 

Headquarters said the informa- 
tion came through Allied counter- 
intelligence corps, which received 
word through the Japanese cen- 
tral liaison office, which presum- 
ably had a first-hand account from 
Konoye’s home. 

Konoye’s intimates said the 
prince, known as one of the 
youngest of Japan’s “elder states- 
men,” had been agitated and de- 
pressed since he was named in 
the war criminal list of Dec. 6. 


BLISTERED BY JAPS 


Prior to his scheduled arrest he 
was the target of blistering edito- 
rial criticism in newspapers and 
speeches in the diet, which point- 
ed out that he was equally guilty 
with the former Premier Hideki 
Tojo for plunging Japan into the 
war. 

Konoye succeeded where Tojo 
failed. Tojo tried to commit hara- 
kiri by shooting himself in the 
stomach on Sept. 11, while Ameri- 
can officers were en route to his 
house to arrest him as a war crim- 
inal. Tojo recovered and is now 
in prison awaiting trial.

The Fallen Dead, in Hallowed Sleep, 
Clasp the Bonds of Comradeship

If you could ask the dead, I think they would 
gay they would like to lie where now they sleep. 
I know that we used to talk about it, some, at 
night when there was nothing much to do, and 
every man I ever heard mention the subject said 
that he would not want his body to be taken up 
and brought back home. He’d want to stay where 
he fell, his grave one among the graves of his 
comrades wh.» died with him. 

I can understand how parents and wives 
might want to bring home the bodies of their 
sons and husbands, as a last gesture of warm 
affection toward the man they loved. And I 
think that there should be some monument put 
up, here at home, at the expense of the govern- 
ment, to the memory of the man who is gone, 
so that in after years those who loved him may 
have a place to go to pay their tribute to him. 
But the monument alone would be enough, for 
it could serve equally well to keep bright the 
memory of a man who died on land, and whose 
body lies in a marked spot, and his brother 
who died at sea, lost beneath the 
waters 


Cemeteries Abroad Are Beautiful 


For the comfort of those whose loved ones 
did not return, I can say this of my own know!- 
edge: There are no more beautiful spots in all 
the world than the cemeteries of our dead 
abroad. No matter how wild and foreign the 
place they died, where they sleep now is green 
with grass and bright with sun and cool with 
whispering winds. 

It is that way on Guadalcanal, in the Mar- 
shalls, on Okinawa and Tarawa. One of the 
most beautiful spots on all this earth is that 
valley leading down to the sea on Okinawa, 
where the government has planned one great 
consolidated cemetery where all who died on 
that island will finally rest—if they are not 
brought home. It will be cared for perpetually. 
It will be, for all time, a little bit of America 
in that place. 

One of the most solemnly impressive spots 
ever prepared for man’s last long sleeping are 
the two cemeteries on Iwo Jima. There the Sea- 
bees have built great gates of red stone, and 
about the burial plots they have raised walls 
of red stone. The earth itself is the coarse black 
sand of that volcanic island, but under a blue 
sky, with white clouds blowing, the white crosses 
stand out against that shining sand in a pattern

more impressive even than grass and flowers 
could have made. And there is quietness there. 

And there is another thing which I want to 
tell you about, so that you will understand, a 
little, how a man could wish that his bones 
should rest with his comrades. Between the 
white crosses you will see dozens of rough-hewn 
stones, bearing simple inscriptions. They were 
the stones that the men who lived sat down to 
carve, when the fighting was over, in memory of 
their buddies. The carving, done with their 
fighting knives, was sometimes rude, and the 
inscriptions are simple, in the main, but the 
labor was a labor of love. 

One said simply: “God Bless Bill.” Another: 
“In Memory of a Swell Buddy. May God For- 
ever Let Him Rest in Peace.” One said, as if it 
spoke directly to the man it honored: “Joe, 
Your Buddies Will Never Forget You.” Another, 
as curt as conversation: “George—a Grand 
Guy.” There was one that was beautifully carved 
in the form of an open bgok and a cross, and 
its inscription had the solemn dignity of a high 
church prayer: “Lord, Shadow With Thy Loving 
Care the Path of This Marine.” Another merely 
said: “Old Jim—At Rest”; and ‘another close 
beside it pleaded “Eternal Rest Grant Unto 
Him, O Lord, and Let Perpetual Light Shine 
on Him.” One read: “To Irish, My Buddy—Your 
Pal, Chuck.” One said simply: “Here Lies 
Monty, a Good Marine.” 


What Is More Fitting? 


Those were the stones they carved in memory 
of their buddies who died. And what can we 
offer them, bringing them back, more fitting 
than what has already been granted them—the 
privilege they themselves Would have asked— 
the privilege of spending their last sleep... 
with their buddies eternally. 

If the government wishes to do something to 
comfort the folks back home, fet them do a better 
thing. Let them make it possible for any father 
or mother or wife who wishes to do so to fly to 
the grave of their dead. No place where our 
men sleep is far away, as the airplane measures 
time. Let them see these quiet and beautiful 
spots for themselves, and go to the marker which 
identifies their own and place a wreath there 
in his memory. I think they would come home 
understanding that, in point of time, he is not 
so far away after all. And I think they would 
come home content that he lies where he would 
wish to be.

MURDER CHARGE 


Never Hurt 
Child, Says 


Mrs. Carlan 


CHELSEA, Mass., Dec. 15-——(?) 
Mrs. Rose Carlan, 23-year-old 
mother of “kidnaped” Ronald Car- 
lan, whose body was found Friday 
beneath a china closet in his par- 
ent’s home, is being held on a 
charge of assaulting and beating 
to death her six-month-old baby. 

Chelsea district court was packed 
with spectators Saturday as a 
court clerk read the charge that 
Mrs. Carlan “did assault and beat 
one Ronald Carlan with intent to 
murder him, and by such assault 
and beating did murder the said 
Ronald Carlan.” 

The baby’s mother replied to the 
charge immediately in a strong 
voice: 

“That is not true, what you just 
said.” 

Then, she dropped into a chair, 
sobbing. 

HEARING DEC. 24 

No formal plea was entered and 
Judge John W. McLeod ordered 
her held without bail for hearing 
Dec. 24 and committed her to the 
Psychopathic hospital for observa- 
tion. 

As she left the police station 
for the Boston Psychopathic hos- 
pital, Mrs. Carlan told newsmen 
that she couldn’t understand how 
she was able to carry out the kid- 
nap hoax. 

“IT got in deeper and deeper,” 
she said. “I am relieved that I 
can tell the truth now and not tell 
any more lies. 

“At first I was afraid my folks 
would think I was neglecting my 
child and I would lose my hus- 
band’s love as a result of it. I 
don’t care about anything else if 
I can keep that (his love).” 

State police had quoted her as 
saying that the baby died while 
she was attending a party at her 
mother-in-law’s apartment,  up- 
stairs, and Mrs, Carlan said she 
almost told her sailor husband the 
night he came home from his west 
coast Navy station and again al- 
most tol" police “the other night.” 
DISAVOWS HARM 

As she entered a police car, she 
thanked Police Chief Charles M. 
Finn “for being so understanding 
during this ordeal,” and added: 

“I swear on the crucifix that I 
have around my neck that I never 
harmed my baby.”

He took great care to keep peo-

lice said. Like a smart wood- 
and animal, he entered his hide- 
away by different routes each 
time he came and went, thereby 
avoiding making a path that could 
be followed by others. A few peo- 
ple did see the lean-to, and re- 
ported that he kept meats and 
other food hanging from tree 
limbs. 

The “Mystery Man” told sym- 
pathizers that the cold weather 
didn’t bother him in his lean-to 
because “I grew up in the moun- 
tains and I am used to the cold.”

Perfumed Slaying Victim

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—(A)— 
New life insurance placed in force 
during this year will be the larg- 
est total since 1931 and will exceed 
last year’s aggregate by about 5 
per cent, Dave E. Satterfield, exec- 
utive director of the Life Insur- 
ance Association of America, said 
Friday. 

“New life insurance policies 
placed in force in all United States 


policies revived or 
000,000,” he said in an address 
prepared for the group’s annual 
meeting. 

“By the end of 1945,” he con- 
tinued, “approximately 71,000,000 
policyholders will have a total life 
insurance coverage of about $154,- 
600,000,000 in force in all United

Satterfield said the total dis- 
bursements to policyholders and 
beneficiaries this year would 
reach about $2,700,000,000—48 per 
cent of it to be paid or credited to 
deceased policyholders and the 
other 52 per cent to living policy- 
holders.

Davison’s Basement, Lingerie Department 
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War Department Reported 
Planning 1,500,000 Army 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 15.—(UP)—The War Department is plan- 
ning a standing army of 1,500,000 men and believes the selective 
service act should be extended another four or five years, Rep. 
Charles R. Clason, Republican, of Massachusetts, has reported. 


He said Friday the department’s 
estimates were presented to the 
House Military Affairs Committee 
and are based “on the assumption 
that present occupation policies 
will continue at least that long.” 

The cost, according to Clason, 
was estimated at $8,000,000,000 a 
year. 

He said Army officials told the | 
committee the following forces will | 
be needed during the next four or 
five years under present occupa- 
tion policies: 

400,000 men in the central and 
far Pacific. 

370,000 in the European theater. 

400,000 in the air forces. 

330,000 held in this country for 
rotation and as reserves. 

The department reported that 
voluntary enlistments are running 
between 6.000 and 7,000 a day, but 
that no more than 450,000 recruits 
could be expected each year “once 
the situation shakes down,” Clason 
continued. ”

quoted witnesses as saying, to ex- 
tend the selective service act to 
permit induction of needed young 
men to maintain a standing army 
of the size contemplated. 

Even if universal] military train- 
ing is adopted for peacetime, it 
would have no effect on the need 
for an extended draft law. Youths 
called for peacetime training could 
not be used for overseas service 
with armies of occupation.

LONWON, Dec. 15.—(INS)—We all knew that when the fighting 
stopped a score of international problems would arise to test our 
unity and friendship with our late Allies. We have not been dis- 
appointed.

One result of this has been to cause some people to question 
whether there was ever any fundamental unity between the Allies, 
even during the war years, and to ask wearily how, then, are we 
better off than in the veriod petween the two wars? 


But this is to take a superficial; ference which separates us from 
view and ignore an essential dif-| the unhappy years that preceded 


1939. 

Every one of the United Nations 
cordially and _ sincerely desires 
peace. This was true of these same 
United Nations before 1939. It is 
true of them today. 

SCORES HITLER 


It was never true of Hitler, 
Mussolini and Japan. All of these 
were out for world domination in 
some form or other, and each was 
prepared to wage war to win his 
aims. 

It is true that wars finally come 
about because an aggressor sees or 
thinks he sees the moment when 
his aggression will pay, when he 
can get away with the swag. 

So did Hitler convince himself, 
rightly, that he could rape Czecho- 
slovakia with impunity, and 
wrongly, that we and France 
would not declare war when he in- 
vaded Poland. 

So did Mussolini convince him- 
self that Hitler had virtually won 
the war when he stabbed France 
in the back in her hour of agony 
in 1940 and sent his airplanes to 
bomb London when we stood 
alone. 

These were miscalculations, But 
the point is they were made, and 
the men who made them were 
prepared to lead their nations 
into aggressive war. 

When we differ with either one 
of our great allies, when we be- 
come exasperated against each 
other, as no doubt we shall from 
time to time, we must always re- 
member this essential contrast.

If this be true, why, then, is 
there not more confidence between 
the Allies? That answer is to be 
found rooted in the past.

Most tourist courts in the south- 
west are of “unit” construction— 
that is, a room with its adjoining 
garage forms a single unit. Nat- 
urally, that gives an element of 
privacy which the tourist cannot 
obtain at a hotel. 


Prices at tourist courts in the 
southwest are quite reasonable, 


more so than at most hotels. The 
range usually is from $1.50 to $3 
per person per night, depending 
upon location and type of court. 
In general, the southwestern tour- 
ist court industry looks to volume 
of business for its profit. And it 
gets both. 

As for conveniences, these tour- 
ist courts are excellent. They 
have heat, hot and cold running 
water, electric lights, tiled show- 
er baths, with a clean bathmat 
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each day, tiled lavatories, 
linen for the beds each day—in 
short, everything that appeals to 
the elemental sensibilities of the 
tourist. Operators of these courts 
find that it pays them well to 


patronize the steam laundries free- | 


ly—and there are plenty of them. 


Furniture in a unit of these | 
tourist courts is simple but ele- | 
gant—either one or two beds, two | 
chairs, a bureau with a looking-' 


glass, usually another large look- 
ing glass on the wall, a writing 
table, either a nice carpet or large 
rugs on the floor, Indian blankets 
on the beds. If there are pictures 
on the walls, they are too large 
for tourists to cart away. In fact, 
nowhere are they of the small 
trinkets that souvenir hunters 
like to take off with them. 

Usually, the tourist courts have 
telephone connections in the office. 
Many of them provide telephones 
in each unit.

None 
of them—not a one! are of wood. 

As previously indieated, land- 
scaping is an essential feature of 
all southwestern tourist courts. 
| Many of them also show the effect 
of color engineering, especially 
'with roofing ... and the roofing 
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is always of a fireproof material, 
such as asbestos or tile. 


You may be sure that the tour- 
ist court operators in the south- 
west lose no opportunity to ap- 
peal to the eye of the tourist.

WGST radio station to be located 
at Williams and Tenth streets, on 
the outskirts of the Georgia Tech 
campus, and ground work is sched- 
uled to begin in February.

THE FACTS 
ABOUT THE 
HOUSING SHORTAGE 


One fact emerges crystal clear from the badly fouled up housing 
situation: if the present crisis is to be met, the federal government 
must radically change its thinking and its attitude. 


For we do face a crisis. At French Lick Springs, where 700 dele- 
gates from local real estate boards assembled from all parts of the 
country, it was the same story everywhere. In their communities, 
they faced the most serious housing shortage on record. Returning 
veterans can find no shelter, and are sleeping in cars and cellars. In- 
coming families—and many are on the move—compete with resident 
citizens for space. Rental properties are becoming more and more 
scarce, thanks to the stubborn refusal of OPA ‘to face realities. 
Realtors are reluctant to build in the face of uncertain but always 
increasing costs. And the need for houses mounts daily. 


In the face of all this, the government continues to dawdle with 
the mounting crisis. Instead of seeking a line of positive action to 
clear the way for an intensive building program to meet needs, it 


toys with new regulations, new controls, new restrictions. 


If it con- 


tinues to follow this course, it must accept the responsibility for con- 
tinuing the shortage. There is much it could do to be helpful. It 
could aid in working out labor difficulties and shortages; it could 
stimulate the production of building materials by providing incen- 
tives; it could encourage communities to adjust their building codes 
sensibly, and it could direct the channeling of available materials 
into home construction. 


Instead of this type of action, it resorts to the opposite course. 
It offers more regulation. 


Those who are now supporting endeavors to place ceilings on the 
sales prices of real estate and who insist on rent controls for new 
construction are defeating the possibility of relieving the housing 
situation. They must be held responsible for this fact by the people 
who are suffering from the housing shortage. 


A limitation on sales prices destroys the incentive to create new 
housing. Competition, if let loose, will level off prices. Rent ceilings 


on new units destroys 


incentive to build them. 


Congressmen, sen- 


ators and others who support the principle of price ceilings and rent 
control on new housing must accept the full responsibility for the 
continuance of the shortage that is certain to go on and on after the 
adoption of any such principles. The responsibility for the shortage 
lies squarely at the doorstep of regulation-minded government, and 
not at that of the real estate and building business. 


Veterans, above all, are being victimized by this situation. Their 
resentment should be directed at Washington, and not at the real 
estate offices who are willing to do everything within their power 
to find them shelter. A real supply of housing can never be created 
until a big building program is made possible, and that is the fact 
that must be driven home. Meanwhile, veterans are homeless, or 
are using any kind of makeshift housing that can be found. 


There is only one answer to the problem. That is to build. It is 


time those in charge of the government recognized that basic fact.

co, we stopped at a tourist-court 
of 30 units, all costing about $70.,- 
000. The annual “take” of that 
court about equals the total capi- 
tal investment and the up-keep 
costs are very low. 

OVERHEAD COST LOW 

Near Tucson, Ariz., there is a 
tourist-motel of 24 units costing 
$70,000 and taking in an average 
of $144 a night, an annual gross 
income of about $54,000 on a 
$70,000 investment. 

Experience in the southwest in- 
dicates that the primary cost of a 
tourist-court is the original capital 
cost. In every case the “overhead” 
costs are quite low. In that tour- 
ist-motel near Tucson, for exam- 
ple, there is a manager and two 
helpers. And that item represents 
the average “overhead” cost of op- 
erating a tourist-court in the south- 
west. In other words, spend 
money on original capital costs in 
order to make plenty of money for 
the rest of your life. That’s the 
tourist-court business all through 
the southwest. 

Tourist courts in the southwest 
really do an enormous business. 
The night we were at  Albu- 
querque, the tourist court turned 
away 55 applicants for rooms— 
all tourists, all Americans on the 
wing. We got our reservation, in 
fact, only by telegraphing ahead 
from Amarillo. 

And they take no chances. They 
look at your automobile tag to 
see what state you are from, If 
you are from the same state as 
the tourist court, they ask to see 
your driver’s license. And if you 
are from near by, you are just 
out of luck. They want tourists... 
no nonsense about it. All “city 
business” is taboo. They run 
these for tourists — for tourists 
only! 

That, in brief, is the story of 
the tourist court industry in the 
southwest. And that, of course, is 
why the operators of these courts 
repeat in unison: 

t looks like you can’t build 
too many tourist courts! 
GEORGIA COST CITED 

The cost of building these courts 
is something that ought to inter- 
est all Georgians. The figures, of 
course, are estimates. 

In Oklahoma, New Mexico and 
west Texas, from $1,500 to $2, 
500 per unit. 

In Arizona, where tourist courts 
on an average are more elegant, 
from $2,500 to $3,500 per unit. 

The highly unionized building 
trades industry in parts of the 
southwest accounts partly for 
costs. In most of Georgia, that 
situation should not be true. 

Bearing all that in mind, the in- 
dications are that one could build 
in Georgia for $2,000 per unit 
tourist courts equal to the best in 
Oklahoma, New Mexico and West 
Texas and courts equal to the 
best in Arizona for slightly above 
$2,500 per unit. 

A feature of these southwestern 
tourist courts is that they conform 
in their construction to the spa- 
ciousness of the western country. 
Plenty of room, no skimping of 
space ... There is no reason why 
the same condition cannot pre- 
vail in Georgia. Such elements re- | 
flect character ... and also cre- 
ate character. And that of itself 
is : major tourist attraction.

A system of discipline patterned 
after that set up in Boys Town, 
Neb., was launched officially Wed- 
nesday at Inman Park Boys school 
as 13 members of the student gov-

schools,

Q% more than 
wartime take-home pay — 
refused by UAW-CIO 


Before GM workers were called out on strike, the VAW-CIO refused 


an offer aimed to increase wartime take-home pay by at least 10%. 


Read the background and ask yourself, does this make sense? 


HERE ARE THE SIMPLE FACTS: 


1. During the last year of the war, the aver- 
age General Motors hourly-rate worker earned 


$56.93 per week. 


This is based on actual records of the money paid and the 
number of people working. To earn this money they 
worked an average of 45.6 hours per week. 


2. The public demand for GM products and 
services is enough to keep our plants working 
at the wartime level of 45 to 48 hours weekly. 


During the period of shortages, we plan to operate at this rate, 
barring work stoppages due to causes beyond our control. 
In fact, some of our plants were working 48 hours a week 
when the strike was called. [he number of people employed 
when reconversion is completed and our new plants and 
facilities are in production, will be larger than before the war. 


3. General Motors offered to adjust wage 
rates in line with the cost of living. 


Since January 1941, General Motors’ wage rates have in- 
creased substantially. Before the strike was called, the 
union was offered a cost-of-living wage adjustment in line 
with the Government’s stabilization policy. [he union 
rejected this offer and called the strike. This offer has 
_ finally been determined to amount to an average of 13/2 cents 


per hour. 


4. The UAW-CIO turned down a proposal 
which would have given the average GM 
worker $63.44 a week. 


Under this offer, the average General Motors hourly-rate 
worker would have received $63.44 for the same number 
of hours for which he was paid $56.93 during the war. 
This is at least 33% more than he would have received in 
January 1941 if he had worked the same number of hours — 
then. The union rejected the offer. The strike continues. 
The workers are getting nothing. 


&. What does the UAW-CIO want? 


Government figures say that the cost of living has gone up 
33% since January 1, 1941. As already pointed out, General 
Motors has offered this much to its workers. But the union 
insists it wants 30% more than present rates, which are already 
substantially higher than 1941 rates. Its battle cry is “52 
for 40 or fight”—52 hours’ pay for 40 hours’ work. 


It refuses to budge from that demand.

It is the foot- 
prints of the owner in the soil that 
makes the best fertilizer! These 
are all time-worn statements of 
‘intense practicability. The point 
is that the absentee owner is 
_licked from the start. The land 
suffers, the buildings suffer, the 
livestock suffers and the timber 
suffers. (Of course, there are ex- 
ceptions to all rules, but this is the 
rule.) 


TURNING FROM the negative 
to the positive aspects of the situa- 
tion, it is the owner-resident who 
gets the fundamental satisfactions 
from farming. When the farm- 
stead is likewise the homestead, it 
contains all of the blessings which 
‘surround the home, and in addi- 
|tion, it provides a particularly in- 
teresting and expressive way of 
life. The basic difference between 
a farm-homestead and the absen- 
tee ownership of farmland, is 
‘much the same difference as be- 
'tween the home and a share of 
‘stock. One brings out the best 
‘in you, is the chief center of your 
‘interests and affections; the other, 
‘is merely something to own. It

$95,000 FOR YOUTH 


Editor’s Note: This is another 
in a series of articles dealing with 
the opegations of various city de- 
partments, relating their wartime 
troubles of the past, their vlans 
for the present and their hopes 
for the future.

Nearly one-fourth of the $403,362 
budget for 1945 of the Atlanta 
parks department is being expend- 
ed on the division’s major objec- 
tive—provision of wholesome and 
attractive recreation for the youth 
of the city in an effort to curb 
juvenile delinquency. 

The war emphasized problems 
of the youngsters as parents be- 
came engaged in war industry to 
the neglect of their homes, and the 
normal family routine was dis- 
rupted. A co-operative city council 
joined George I Simons, general 
manager of city parks, in expan- 
sion of the recreational program 
into a permanent part of parks 
activities. 

This year, the third year in 
which the city bore the entire ex- 
pense of the program, approxi- 
mately $95,000 will be expended 
on the recreational division, and 
Miss Virginia Carmichael, recre- 
ational director, and her assistants, 
Jesse H. Heggood, athletic director; 
and Miss Billie Happoldt, super- 
intendent of playgrounds, have re- 
leased figures showing that partic- 
ipants and spectators at various 
events have reached an all-time 
high for the first 11 months of this 
year. A total of 1,320,007 either 
participated or witnessed the rec-

Simons and the 
city administration, realizing the 
importance of an adequate, attrac- 
tive and wholesome activity, recog- 
nized that a permanent need for 
recreation exists, and took steps 
to maintain the system for teen- 
agers, 

Special appropriations were 
made and the parks department 
took over operation of a perma- 
nent recreational program design- 
ed to meet the war and peacetime 
needs, 


So sold is Simons and his parks 
committee on the value of the rec- 
reational program that they are 
asking $24,000 additional in the 
1946 budget to open eight new 
playgrounds and five community 
centers. They realize the inade- 
quacy of existing facilities and 
wish to expand them to meet the 
demand and to spread its advan- 
tages.

'to complete purchase and develop- 
‘ment of two Negro parks for 
which the city already has pro- 
'vided $50,000, and a $50,000 fund 
‘for construction of a greenhouse 
and conservatory at Grant park. 
New requests for the year aggre- 
gate $400,000. 

| While the recreational division | 
showed the largest gains for 1945, | 
other activities also showed an in- | 
|crease. Income from golf, swim- 
ming pools and the cyclorama 
were $114,142 for the first 11 
months of 1945, and receipts for 
the year were estimated at about 
$116,000. 

A total of 431,199 contributed 
to the income, compared to 406,- 
650 who paid $108,650 into munici- 
pal coffers for the same period 
last year.

Despite the fact the last meeting of 
foreign ministers of the Big Three ended 
a virtual fiasco, it is with confidence and 
optimism the world watches the current 
parley get underway. 


For it is with a renewed understand- 
ing of the urgency of co-operative effort 
that Messrs. Byrnes, Bevin and Molotov 
Sit down about the Moscow conference 
table. 


. The months since the capitulation of 
the Axis have been chaotic ones, fraught 
with misunderstanding and suspicion. The 
fact of the atomic bomb has aggravated 
what would have been a highly inflam- 
matory situation anyhow in view of neces- 
Sary readjustments in the relationships 
of the three victorious allies. Moreover, 
all the smouldering resentments, each 
against the other, have been fanned by 
trouble-makers who dared not incite fric- 


An End to Labor Rackets 


It was with complete justification that 
the house this week passed a measure 
which would apply anti-racketeering pen- 
alties to unions convicted of interfering 
with interstate shipments of goods through 
robbery or extortion. Such action was long 
overdue. 


The anti-racketeering measure, intro- 
duced by Alabama’s Rep. Hobbs, grew out 
of a practice whereunder members of a 


tion so long as the actual fighting was 
under way. 


It was perhaps inevitable that we 
should have drifted apart with the com- 
ing of the peace. 

But the sense of insecurity which our 
momentary return to isolationism has 
brought will undoubtedly be one of the 
most powerful motivating factors in bring- 
ing us to unity again. 


Obviously, some way must be worked 
out to provide international control, not 
only of the atomic bomb, but of all “the 
other fearful weapons of war which mod- 
ern science is capable of devising. But, 
because the realization of that fact cannot 
be confined to Americans, British, or Rus- 
sians alone, there is real reason to hope 
that the Big Three are approaching their 
task in the spirit of cohesion and co-oper- 
ation which characterized their wartime 
workings. 


New York teamsters’ union collected exor- 
bitant fees from out-of-state truckers 
bringing produce into Manhattan markets. 


It was the type of ill-advised union 
activity with which a very small minority 
has given all of labor a bad name in recent 
years. And congress will have done a real 
service, to the public at large and organ- 
ized labor in particular, if it provides fur- 
ther curbs on such labor rackets. 


How About That Seaside State Park? 


The annual report of the State Depart- 
ment of Parks, Historical Sites and Monu- 
ments reveals that agency finished the 
last fiscal year with a surplus larger than 
its original appropriation. This calls to 
mind the wonderful opportunity the state 
is missing in not constructing the proposed 
state park on St. Simons Island. It is the 


opinion of all who have gone into plans 
for the seashore reservation that it would 
be a self-liquidating project which would 
shortly be turning an annual profit of no 
small proportions into the state treasury. 
That the administration continues to pro- 
crastinate in the matter means a loss in 
pleasure and in revenue.

To Prevent Disaster__ 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Ordinarily I do my 
own chores without any recourse to writing 
phony letters to the editor or picking up some- 

one else’s work, but now and then, maybe, it is a.good idea to toss 
in another man’s work just to show, if for no other reason, that 
rent and food and OPA are subjects for discussion by other toilers 
in the vineyard of words. 


Therefore I present from the Republican but liberal Washington 
Post the following article on rent control and building: 

When the administration lifted distribution controls over build- 
ing materials some weeks ago it hoped to encourage a great 
increase in home building. Wartime construction was virtually at 
an end. The enormous supply of Building materials previously 
reserved for war use could, it was said, be diverted directly into 
much-needed home construction. Instead the lifting of controls 
has diverted materials into the construction of race tracks, road 
houses and other nonessential quarters designed to produce quick 
profits, while returning veterans become more and more desperate 
for a place to live. 


. : Now the administration is moving to 
Correcting Mistake correct its mistake, Building materials 
are again to be allocated in accord with the public interest, at 
least 50 per cent of the total available being directed into con- 
struction of homes costing $10,000 or less. At the same time, 
Wilson Wyatt has been given the assignment of breaking bottle- 
necks in the building program. 


Here is a positive indication that the President’s new policy 
is not merely one of tightening up controls. 

Apparently he also appreciates the imperative necessity of 
encouraging more building in the residential field. He is well 
aware of the fact that a large volume of housing is no less important 
than price controls in holding down inflation. 

Regulations to implement the new policy are still in the making. 
One group believes that materials to be allocated for housing should 
be available freely to any builder putting up houses to sell for 
$10,000 or less. 

Another group insists that materials should go only to builders 
agreeing to s or rent their dwellings at reasonable prices. With 
only a $10,000 ceiling :t is feared that many $8,000 houses would 
be sold for $10,000 and $5,000 houses for $7,000 or $8,000 because of 
the keen competition among buyers. 

During the war builders had to submit their plans to the FHA 
and fix reasonable prices or rentals in order to obtain materials. 
It seems to us that the public interest requires a restoration of 
that practice while the present acute shortages are being overcome. 


; If the regulations are drawn on that basis there 
Price Control will be less need for price-control legislation 
covering housing. Still the problem of curbing skyrocketing prices 
for existing real estate would remain. 

We have opposed the scheme of trying to freeze real estate 
prices at 1942 levels or at the most recent selling price running 
back to prewar years, because of the gross inequities it would entail. 

But the dangers of blowing up a real estate bubble that would 
be certain to burst with disastrous consequences are obvious. We 
hope that congress will give the matter thoughtful attention. 

The least it can do is to accept that provision of the Pattman 
Bill fixing the ceiling price for every occupied house at the figure 
of the first bona fide sale of that ‘house after the effective date of 
the bill. That would avoid unreasonable depression of some prices 
and at the same time halt the inflationary spiral close to its be- 
ginning. Even more urgent is renewal of the allocating power 
under the second war powers act which expires at the end of 
this month.

There Are Exceptions 
Under All Conditions 


When there is emergency, there are always a 
few basic facts which apply to the entire situa- 
tion. Then there are individual cases which 

conform to those facts generally, but which present differences 
with other cases, 

Which means it is unfair and unsafe to judge an entire situa- 
tion by the individual case which has come to your notice. 

In the condition existing which we label “housing shortage,” 
there are basic facts. Among them the prime fact of all—there 
are not enough home units to meet the demand. Not by a lot. 

The second basic fact is that this shortage is causing a lot of 
human misery among our own people. 

The third is, despite all efforts to ease the pressure, the situa- 
tion will, in all probability, grow worse before it improves. 

And there is another undeniable fact that some unscrupulous 
characters, to be found here and there among tenants, landlords, 
real estate agents, etc., are taking cruel advantage of the situation. 
This despite strenuous efforts by an overworked and swamped 


OPA staff. 

Two Sides After conversations with a couple of lawyers at- 
tached to the OPA, men who hear and investigate 

cases all day long, I stated, in this column, that Georgia law was, 

in many ways, unfair to the tenant, giving most of the advantage to 

the landlord. I was quoting these lawyers who had cited the law 

itself in support of that statement. 

The immediate problem we were discussing was that of the 
tenant dispossessed and unable to find recourse. Too complicated 
to go into again here, but I know of cases of tenants who, despite 
OPA regulations calling for six months’ notice, were being put out 
on 30 days’ notice and were unable to do anything about it. 

Now comes a letter showing the other side of the shield, from 
an Atlanta woman who is a landlord. 

She tells of one young woman, wife of a soldier still overseas, 
with two children, tenant of an apartment in her home, who re- 
ceives nightly visits from a man, who has furnished that man with 
a key to the place and who has entertained him all night, on 
occasion. And the landlady, shocked, has tried every means to get 
the woman and her children out, because of the bad character she 
is imparting to the landlady’s home, without success. 


: Then there is the tenant in one unit of a 
Drunk and Noisy four-family apartment house. 

Tenants, couple and two ‘sons. Wife gets drunk, curses and 
screams and yells unprintable language. Other tenants and some of 
the neighbors petitioned to have these undesirables removed. The 
woman had been fined, in recorder’s court, several times for ‘drunk 
and disorderly.” 

On these grounds a dispossessory warrant was issued. The un- 
desirabies took the case to court. On the witness stand the woman 
admitted truth of the charges. 

The court ruled in the landlord’s favor. Then came motions 
for new trial, appeals, etc. Always the judgment has been for the 
landlord. 

Yet the case has dragged on for six months, the landlord is out 
court costs and six months’ rent—he was advised not to collect 
the rent while the case is in court for fear of prejudicing his case. 

And the unwanted tenants are still in the apartment. 


ert Now, these two stories, experiences of peo- 
Individual Cases ple with apartments to rent, are, undeni- 
ably, tough on them. 

Just as other cases brought to my attention are equally, if not 
more so, tough on the tenants involved. 

But individual cases do not affect the basic problem. 

I do not think, despite the stories told above, the Georgia law 
is quite fair to the tenants. The OPA lawyers with whom I talked 
cited sufficient points of law to prove that. 

But there are exceptions. Admittedly. 

In regard to the drunk woman, the second case, she evidently 
had the money and property to hire a smart lawyer and to fight 
the case through the courts. 

Seventy-five per cent of the average tenants, facing disposses- 
sion, cannot afford to go to court. It is this fact which is unfair 
to most tenants. 

In the meantime, all I can do is sympathize with all victims of 
the basic trouble, the lack of housing in a city which has suddenly 
grown far too big for its housers.

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Juvenile Facilities 
Are in Splendid Shape 


A Brunswick juvenile judge paid his first 

visit the other day to an institution where he 

sometimes sends unruly boys. The Brunswick judge was highly 

impressed with the Georgia Training School for Boys at Milledge- 
ville as it is run by Bill Ireland. 

“The plant prin. amc favorably with the famed Culver Military 
school,” said the juvenile judge. “The instructors are high-type 
persons, who have the interests of the boys at heart and who know 
how to train boys to adjust themselves to society. Some of the 
teachers are former college and high school teachers. Ireland, 
himself, is very popular with the boys. ; 

That was Charlie Gowen speaking as judge of the Brunswick 
juvenile court. That was the capacity he acted in when he visited 
the state training school. The legislative committee of which Gowen 
is chairman was in Milledgeville to inspect the state hospital and 
the boys’ training school, but it spent so much time at the hospital 
it couldn’t visit the training school. So Gowen, accompanied by 
Rep. Wayne Hinson, of Ware, went to the training school without 
the committee. 

“What does the training school need?” Gowen was asked as 
chairman of the legislative committee. 

“Not a thing in the world,” he replied, and then quickly added, 
“except another school just like it in another location. The present 
school is well operated and has a fine plant, but it is ‘not large 
enough to care for all the boys who should be in a training school. 
There is a waiting list at the school. Sometimes boys have to wait 
in jails until there is room for them in the school, and this is bad. 
Our committee does not think the present school should be enlarged, 
because it would lose its personal touch with the individual boys 
which Ireland and his teachers now have. Therefore, we think 
another school of this size should be built in another section of 


the state.” 

. The committee is recommending spend- 
Also in Good Shape ing $28,000,000 to improve Georgia’s elee- 
mosynary, educational and penal institutions. It may recommend 
that the state sell the W. & A. Railroad to raise this money. It 
may recommend creation of a “baby RFC” corporation for the 
state, capitalized at $50,000,000. Its spending recommendations 
have included much that can be spread out over a period of years, 
and other projects that need immediate attention. There is one 
project, however, that required such emergency attention that most 
of its recommended improvements were completed between the 
first and second visits of the committee. That was the Georgia 
Academy for the Blind at Macon. Last June the committee de- 
plored.the condition in which it found this institution. 1t asked the 
budget bureau to make funds available immediately for renovating 
the buildings. The budget bureau turned over $40,000 to Supt. 
John Herndon. He has spent $33,000. The building has been 
painted. Sanitary facilities have been renovated. The grounds 
have been cleared. A freezer locker is being installed. 
cabinets are being provided for each student to keep his personal 
effects. Only two major items recommended by the committee 
remain untouched. One is the acquisition of hospital equipment. 
The other is the building of a home for Herndon. At Herndon’s 
request, the committee probably will introduce a bill in the Janu- 
ary session of the legislature to permit the academy to seel the 
present building used for blind Negroes and to obtain a better build- 


ing in another location. 

sla: Long the forgotten institution of Georgia, 
Annual Building the Gracewood Home for Mentally Defec- 
tive Children has launched what it hopes to be a steady building 
program that will care for all of Georgia’s mentally defective chil- 
dren. The committee—which was sickened by the twin buildings 
at Milledgeville, as much improved as they were, and downcast 
by the fact that nothing had been done, or should be done, to the 
women’s convalescent building, other than total destruction of it— 
feasted their eyes on the modern dormitory erected early this year 
at Gracewood. They saw children at play in a spacious, well- 
lighted playroom. They saw fine beds, good clothing and modern 
bathroom facilities. They walked through this brick, concrete and 
tile fireproof structure and were pleased. 

They walked a few yards farther into a similar building which 
will be occupied next month by 125 children. Ground was broken 
for this building during the dedication of the other one last Febru 
ary. Then they walked into Supt. Edward Schwall’s office and 
heard State Welfare Director A. J. Hartley ash for another dormi- 
tory, just like these two, to be erected immediately. The committee 
unanimously voted to ask the budget bureau to appropriate $75,000 
for the third building. Two buildings last year, and one—perhaps 
two?—next year. That is a steady building program at from $75,000 
to $150,000 a year on a pay-as-you-go basis. It wouldn’t take many 
years of this consistent building program to adequately equip the 
Gracewood home with modern buildings throughout, if the budget

- From here out, the column is turned over to 
Trojans Huge Granny Rice, who has obtained some vital sta- 
tistics on the Southern California team Alabama faces in the Rose 
Bowl on New Year’s Day— 

NEW YORK, Dec. 15.—The earlier belief in so many 
localities that Alabama was due to run Southern California's 
Trojans into the Pacific, as Harry Gilmer passed them dizzy, 
is now beginning to evaporate slightly. Having received a 
set of vital statistics from the west coast, I am now begin- 
ning to wonder whether Gilmer, Baugh or Luckman could 
throw a football over the heads of some of these western 
linemen. For a few examples— 

Jay Perrin, left tackle—height, 6 feet 6; weight, 320 
pounds. 

John Pehar, right tackle—height, 6 feet 5; weight, 292 pounds. 

There are several others well over six feet who weigh from 
220 to 230 pounds. Now, what if this: bunch of mastodons wakes 
up—as they did against Oregon State and UCLA? 


: : Here is a report from George Byrnes, our able 
Line of Giants western scout, who played at Dartmouth and 
scouted for Andy Kerr and Colgate: 

“Southern California’s comeback in her last two games was 
purely a victory for the tremendous power generated by an enor- 
mous line whose massiveness, hard charging, and instinct to block 
for keeps, still makes you wonder what they were doing most of 
the year. 

“At times against Oregon State and UCLA, there was a 

ruggedness to the downfield blocking which would have been 
of credit to any pro bunch, Many times the interference, 
especially on screen-pass plays, formed so swiftly and walled 
out the bail carriers so completely as to give a hint of even 
greater power in the coming Rose Bowl game.

; “Tannehill is magnificent. He works the way 
Fast and Solid Eddie Kaw and George Pfann once played for 
Cornell. He is solidly built, as they were, and just as fast. He has 
only been available lately. I'll pick him as the leading ground- 
gainer at Pasadena. Don’t make the mistake of taking this present 
Southern California team for any pushover. There are 15 men on 
the squad who range from 200 to 320.”

15.—(UP)—The base hits which Phil Cavar- 


retta rattled off the fences in the closing week of the season not 
only supplied the power which gave the Chicago Cubs the pennant 
but also enabled him to beat out Tommy Holmes, of Boston, for the 


National League batting championship,

Cavarretta won the crown with 
a mark of .355, three points bet- 
ter than the average compiled by 
the slugging Brave outfielder. 
Cavarretta overtook Holmes only 
a couple of weeks before the sea- 
son closed and by getting 10 hits 
out of 27 times at bat in the Cubs’ 
final seven games he was able to 
hold his leadership over Holmes, 
who wound up the season by get- 
ting eight hits in his last 14 times 
at bat.

If you’re hunting an aircraft 
bargain—buy three planes; and 
you receive a 20 per cent discount, 
RFC spokesmen pointed out.

At present she Has only six dogs, 
including her veteran lead dog, 
“Husky.” The rest, which at one 
time numbered 30, were turned over 
to the Army several years ago. 

GI’s who later drove her dogs 
through the snows of Labrador, 
Greenland and Baffin Island to res- 
cue fallen airmen, have praised the 
Huskies’ skill and trammg. 

“Dogs learn by imitating their 
mates,”” she says. “If you have a 
good lead dog to pace them, the

puppies catch on in a hurry. My first 
dog, Keno, trained my second leader, 
and he trained the rest, including 
Husky. Even today, Husky has tricks 
of leading that came from Keno.” 

The dogs may even train their 
driver. “‘A display of temper is disas- 
trous in handling dogs,”’ says Natalie. 
“Once when I got out of sorts with 
a misbehaving team, the dogs decided 
to put me in-my place. The wise old 
leader purposely failed to swing wide 
in taking a corner and the sled piled 
into a fence post. I went sprawling, 
with my wind knocked out.” 

They got on famously after that.

first Christmas present I can re- 
member wasn’t for me alone, but for 
the whole family. There it was, all wrapped 
in Manila peper, lying on a chair by the 
baseburner. No red seals or gay-colored 
ribbon, then. My father took out his knife 
and whacked the heavy cord in two and 
there it was, the most wonderful Christ- 
mas gift a family ever got—a buffalo robe! 

We stood thére — all of us — just bub- 
bling over f sheer delight. In no time 
at all I was crawling across the floor on my 
hands and knees, with the robe over me, 
pretending I was a buffalo and the Sioux 
were closing in on me. 

We spread it out and rubbed our hands 
over its silky biackness. How beautiful 
it seemed! How beautiful it still seems! 
All I have to do to see it is to close my eyes. 

Christmas Day was visiting day in our 
farm neighborhood in the Middle West. 
It wasn’t long before Newt Kennedy and 
his wife and children, our nearest neigh- 
bors, were coming down the road in their 
bobsled. 


‘Tey left their overshoes in the kitchen, 
me just about bursting to show our won- 
derful present. No sooner had they seated 
themselves around the stove than I brought 
out the beautiful robe and flourished it 
before them. They rubbed it and felt it 
and admired it, and it seemed almost like 
a present for them, too. 

No family ever had a Christmas tree 
at home; at the church, yes, but not at 
home. So the robe took its place, became a 
sort of rallying point for us, the center of 
every eye. It made no difference where the 
talk went, it came back to the robe. 

Cookies, molasses candy, popcorn balls 
and cider were brought out, and:there we 
sat eating, especially me! The grownups 
talked of crops, of the sick. .. Mr. Knabb 
had had a sinking spell. Voices grew low; 
neighbors would have to do his chores. 
But that is what neighbors are for. They 
must share things, just as we shared the 
joy of our robe. 

At last our neighbors went home ... 
and I wished Christmas would never end. 

But it really didn’t end, for there was 
our robe. It would always be; we would 
always have it. 

In a few days we went to town in our 
double-ripper with the robe tucked around 
us and soapstones at our feet. We pulled 
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proudly into the Square among the city 
people. But we didn’t leave the robe in the 
sled. No, indeed. My father took it to the 
grocery and handed it to the owner of the 
store. There was a little room in the rear 
which he kept locked and there he put 
our robe, me standing there to show I was 
part owner. Now and then, while my par- 
ents traded, I came in and peeked through 
the cracks just to make sure our robe was 
still there. 

The robe became a part of our lives. 

One night we took our robe to a revival, 
tied our team to the hitchracks and went 
into the church. When we came out our 
robe was gone! 


My Fatuer went among the people at 
the hitchracks asking if they knew where 
it was. No one knew. It was gone. 

We drove home, surely as bitter a ride 
as I ever had. But the next day a neighbor 
turned in at our gate. While he and his 
family were at the revival, his child had 
had a chill, and he had borrowed the robe 
to keep her warm as they drove back to 
the farm. My heart was happy. Our robe 
was home. 

Then it became a kind of community 
property. We shared it with everybody. 
If some old grandpa had to be taken to a 
doctor, he went wrapped in our robe. 
Once, when a neighbor girl got married, 
it went on her honeymoon. 

I like to think of that robe as a symbol 
of Christmas in America. It was a simple 
America that robe came into — generous, 
neighborly and at peace. 

Now, after four wartime Christmases, 
we must not forget the spirit of those sim- 
ple American Christmases that went be- 
fore. For four years now, service flags 
have been in the windows instead of holly 
wreaths. 


But now the war is over and the wreaths 
have returned! This is a white Christmas 
again. And as we gather once more at our 


. trees, we shall find the finest Christmas 


present any nation ever had — liberty. 
Like the buffalo robe of my youth, it will 
be a present for the whole family, the 
whole community. 

But to possess this priceless gift means 
responsibility. We must share it gener- 
ously with other people — our neighbors, 
and sometimes, too, with those across the 
sea, in terms of medicine, food and cloth- 
ing. I have no doubt Americans will meet 
the challenge of this peacetime Christ- 
mas in the old-fashioned spirit of sharing 
— just as we shared our buffalo robe with 
our neighbors on that white Christmas, 
years ago.

That’s only one of the many missions 


accomplished by GI's of Jap ancestry 


NE crisp morning this fall, jeeps whirled through Osaka, 
QO Japan, and bore down on the city’s most powerful bank, 
the Sumitomo Genka. Yanks in battle dress hopped out and 
surrounded the building. 

At once, a staff car followed by other jeeps drew up at the 
main entrance. An American Army officer strode into the bank 
at the head of a strange company —- a squad of soldiers, two 
unhappy Jap gendarmes, four plain-clothes members of the 
Japanese secret police, and four non-commissioned American 
Army officers with Japanese faces. 

These latter four were boys from California and Oregon, 
American citizens of Japanese ancestry, members of the most 
remarkable and perhaps most valuable military unit we have 
in the Orient. 

As babble inside the bank died, the officer proclaimed: 

“The United States, in the name of the Allied Governments, 
seizes this bank. All employees will assemble before me imme- 
diately without touching the bank’s resources, records or 
documents. All persons not employed by the bank will depart 
at once.”” He beckoned an American-Japanese non-com. 
“Sergeant, you will translate my instructions.” 

The trim little sergeant repeated the order in crackling 
Japanese. Customers were ushered out. All employees, includ- 
ing the manager in elegant morning coat, striped trousers 
and silk hat, were sent home. The doors were locked. And the 
Army had a bank on its hands. 


Japs Hid Their Loot 


Nor just one. Throughout Japan, at that instant, the scene 
was duplicated as 2] banks were occupied. But why? Because 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur knew that somewhere, in some 
secret place, the Japs had hidden $250,000,000 of geld, silver 
and platinum looted from southeastern Asia. It had to be found. 

We hoped to recognize it from the records. But the records 
were in Japanese. Who could read them? Generally speaking, 
only one small group in our entire occupation force — the 
handful of gallant, loyal American-Japanese. 

In the cavernous vaults of the Sumitomo Genka, the ser- 
geants shed their blouses and tackled a mountain of records. 
Night came. They slept on the job. Toward evening of 
the second day one of the men called his mates. **Hey, 
guys, what do you make of this?”’ 

It was an irregular entry concerning an enormous amount 
of money. They reported to their commander. Soon the bank 
was swarming with intelligence officers. Thus, the hidden 
treasure was found and another Jap plot foiled — thanks to 
men whose faces may be Japanese, but whose loyalties and 
instincts are purely American. 

Behind this is a hitherto secret story of our desperate need 
for Japanese-speaking intelligence operatives when war im-

pended, and how it was met by these boys called Nisei, or 
“second-generation” — whose relatives we sent to relocation 
camps here at home. 

We had intercepted the key Japanese codes. Decoding them 
was a monumental task. We had no more than seven indi- 
viduals with any knowledge of the right dialects. Finding 
' more quickly was literally a case of life or death. 

We found them on our West Coast — 50 men of Japanese 
ancestry who wanted to fight for America. They became pupils 
in a secret language school established at San Francisco by 
Brig. Gen. (then Lieut. Col.) John Weckerling. All were made 
sergeants and assigned to intelligence. 

At first, every GI was suspicious of them. That atti- 
tude changed to something approximating hero wor- 
ship a few hours after the first three went into action at 
Buna. 

We were in the jungle. Wriggling through the kunai grass 
between the lines were our Nisei, searching bodies of Jap 
casualties. One of the boys crept back with a scrap of paper. 
“It says,” he reported, “‘the benzai attack is ordered for seven 
o'clock tomorrow morning.” 

We deployed our forces accordingly and smashed the attack 
with almost no losses to ourselves. From that moment, the 
GI's took the little Nisei to their hearts. I can’t use names of 
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these men, since many are now engaged in dangerous under- 
cover work in Japan, but there has never been a whisper of 
disloyalty on their part. It is no secret that several have been 
publicly commended by their commanding generals. 

Toward the last of the Buna show the Japs were evacuating 
on barges. One day an enemy officer and several men walked 
toward our lines waving and shouting. Scores of Yank fingers 
were closing on triggers when a Nisei yelled, “Don’t shoot! 
They’re surrendering!”” 

The officer was a medic Who, with his men, surrendered 
because their General Tanaka had ordered wounded left be- 
hind so he might be saved. “If that is bushido (chivalry),””’ the 
disgusted doctor said, “I am through with the war.” He told 
us everything, even identifying his general’s barge, which our 
air force promptly blew to kingdom come. 


Prisomer Feared Torctures 


In THE Saidor campaign somewhat later, we captured sev- 
eral unwounded prisoners. They would answer no questions 
at all. Loitering near their enclosure, one of our Nisei over- 
heard one prisoner say he lived in Kochi. Our man had been 
in Kochi and struck up a friendly conversation. The prisoner 
burst into tears and confessed he was terrified. He had been 
told we tortured prisoners. 

“I won’t let them torture you,” our sergeant promised. 
They continued to talk about Kochi. “You remember the 
house with the cherry trees?”’ Yes, the prisoner knew it well. 
“‘What time is the banzai attack tomorrow?” “Three o'clock,” 
the prisoner said. “‘And do you enjoy the theater?”’ the ser- 
geant went on. The prisoner never knew he had made it pos- 
sible to save countless American lives. 

I say flatly that our military intelligence in the Japanese 
war would have been impossible without these loyal American- 
born boys. 

Australians fighting beside us also used our Nisei. They in- 
sisted, unwisely, that the Japanese-Americans wear Aussie 
hats for protection, and ordered that no Japanese in an Aussie 
hat was to be molested. The enemy heard of this and soon the 
jungle was full of Nips wearing Aussie hats. That order was 
quickly rescinded, and the Nisei put on their GI hats again. 

Until we actually used loud-speaker systems to persuade the 
enemy to surrender, nobody believed they would work. We 
borrowed equipment from the Australians and used the first 
set at Hollandia. Our broadcasters were our American- 
Japanese. The sets would be prime targets for enemy 
bombardments, but not one boy hesitated. 

A jeep carrying the equipment was hustled up an enemy 
trail and the voice of a little sergeant began bellowing sur- 
render advice out of the amplifiers. Nothing happened. 

We were getting discouraged when a live prisoner was 
brought in. We learned then that the Nips opposing us spoke 
the Kanto dialect, whereas our man spoke Kansai. The only 
possible broadcaster who spoke Kenio was our prisoner. 

“Let me work on him,” our Nisei sergeant said. He took 
the prisoner to see the tremendous strength coming ashore. 
The awed prisoner agreed to broadcast. The prisoner spoke

tnrough the amplifiers so convincingly that 35 Nips gave up. 

This was the Army’s first group victory through psycho- 
logical warfare. It paved the way for mass surrenders of later 
campaigns, the ultimate capitulation of Japan itself, the sav- 
ing of thousands of American lives. 

When General MacArthur planned the raid to free Allied 
prisoners at notorious Santo Tomas prison camp in the 
Philippines, it was learned that Nip guards had been ordered 
to massacre all prisoners in event of attack. Who might per- 
suade them to disregard their orders? Only someone who 
spoke fluent Japanese. 

Thus, as other troops stormed the camp’s approaches, 
gallant Nisei made straight for the captain of the guard and, 
heaven only knows how, convinced him the slaughter would 
bring horrible retribution. The prisoners were saved. 

At Okinawa, American-Japanese worked with native farm- 
ers who pointed out enemy bastions for our forces to blast 
before they could do much damage. 

In Japan, our Nisei (and we haven't nearly enough) form 
the bulwark of General MacArthur’s military secret service. 
Our occupation army stands in a land where nothing 
is comprehensible. Thus our Nisei are our spearhead 
against Jap finance, politics and propaganda. 

When “‘Tokyo Asahi,”” the powerful newspaper, blandly 
published false and vicious allegations of assaults by American 
soldiers on Japanese women, the ordinary GI couldn’t even 
read them. But our Nisei could and did. Now a Nisei sergeant 
makes sure that “Asahi’’ is behaving itself. 

All through Japan, our American-Japanese are listening, 
watching, understanding. When a Nisei sergeant reported that 
the government of Higashi Kuni was scheming secretly 
against the occupation, Kuni was ousted. 


They Muxzliled the Beashi 


‘Tuer influence is felt even in the most plebeian places. 
Every Japanese movie theater has a man called a benshi who 
stands beside the screen to explain the cinema. A Nisei ser- 
geant in a crowded Tokyo theater recently heard the benshi 
suddenly break into a vicious anti-American tirade. Next 
day there was a new benshi and all others in the empire had 
been ordered to stick to their dramatics. Left uncontrolled, 
they could be a powerful force for evil. 

Finally, there is the colossal task of re-educating Japan in 
the ways of democracy. Every textbook in every school and 
college must be rewritten by individuals who understand 
democracy and also thoroughly understand Japan. No group 
can do this as well as our Americans of Japanese ancestry. 
They have already started. 

Whether we do or don’t fight another war in the Orient, 
one fact is crystal clear. Our good Americans of oriental ex- 
traction constitute an asset of incalculable value, an asset we 
never could buy for money. Outspoken Gen. Joseph W. 
Stilwell said not long ago: 

“These boys bought an awful big hunk of America with 
their blood. They have a place in the American heart, now and 
forever.”’ The General said a mouthful. The End

Everybody rushed out of stores, 
streamed along in its wake — except 
Harold, the crystal-gazer and an 
actor named John Lane O’Connor.

66 EcK the halls with boughs 

of holly,”” but let’s not 
forget a splash of Yuletide magic 
for the Christmas-dinner menu. 
Sauce it well with surprise. Hide 
a puzzle in the soup. A candy cane 
to the one who can make the alpha- 
bet noodles in his bowl spell a 
*“‘Merry Christmas” in his spoon. 
A clear soup for this. It takes but 
a minute to pick out the correct 
letter combination to drop into 


the bow! of the favored one. All is 
fair on Christmas Day! 

Cream soup for the dinner? 
Scatter over each bowl a half- 
dozen buttered popcorn flakes, 
sprinkled with celery salt, dusted 
crimson with paprika. Pass the 
Christmas-tree crackers. Round 
oyster crackers are spotted with 
wee balls of seasoned cream cheese 
with a perky Christmas tree of 
parsley planted in the center of 
each cracker. 


Hers d’Ocuvre Wreath 


Tue hors d’oeuvre wreath her- 
alds a joyous dinner. Apply the 
doughnut cutter to shape rings 
from thin bread. Toast pieces 
lightly on both sides, then spread 
with cream cheese and sprinkle 
with chopped watercress. Red 
pepper or pimiento ties the bright 
bow. 

Candle cocktails are but fruit 
cups — each topped with a marsh- 
mallow holding a red birthday 
candle, these to be lighted just 
before the “dinner’s ready”’ call. 

With the bird, make no con- 
cessions to frivolity. A man is in 
a pitiable plight working in and 
out of an elaborate circle of fussy 
didoes with a great knife and fork. 
But if spinach is included in the 
menu, do it fancy. Put the vege- 


table through the food chopper, 
steam quickly, season, then press 
into a hot ring mould. Turn out 
on a wide plate and arrange a 
pimiento bow on one side for the 


wreath idea. Chopped, cooked 
beets fill the ring. 

Here's a salad to spread smiles 
of satisfaction. Peel fresh pears and 
cut into thin rings. Layer these 
with finely chopped almonds, using 


-a toothpick to hold the rebuilt 


pear to its shape. Serve on a bed 
of cress, covered with mayonnaise 
blended with cream cheese and 
tinted pale green. A sprinkling of 
candied fruit gives the candle 
effect. Top with a star cut from 
rind of orange. 

Too much bother? Then con- 
sider red and green cabbage in a 
half-and-half combination, to bed 
in a wide wooden bowl. 

The heavy dinner begs for a 
sparkling beverage—grapeade our 
choice. It bubbles with excite- 
ment. No bother, just lift off the 
bottle caps. Ready! Pour! The 


mixture is a half-and-half of grape © 


juice and gingerale. 
Stars in the Ice 


Srars are in the ice cubes — 
whether it be punch or plain 
water. Little stars can be cut of 
orange or lemon rind and frozen 
into the cubes, or slip in a leaf of 
the holly. Half fill the trays with 
water, freeze, then add garnish, 
covering this with a water film. 
Again freeze. Now more water and 
finish the freezing job. 

The best-dressed puddings wear 
stars. If you have a pastry bag, 
run through a light and fluffy 
hard sauce, using the star tube. 
Squeeze out the stars on a baking 


sheet covered with waxed paper, 
then place your handiwork in the 
refrigerator to harden. Serve a star 
or two on each slice of pudding. 

Ice cream for dessert? Pile it 
high in a white bowl, a sprig of 
green pine stuck into the peak; 
a tree growing tip-top on a snow- 
covered mountain. 

Fruit cake can do the honors as 
a table centerpiece when decorated 
with a pyramid of plenty—apples, 
peaches, pears — cheeks ablush; all 
are fruits of marzipan. 

It’s a popcorn year, why not a 
popcorn centerpiece? On an oval 
mirror, build a shining pyramid 
of popcorn balls, cellophane- 
wrapped in red, white and green. 
Put into each a small favor sur- 
prise, this wrapped in waxed paper. 
Flank the pyramid with swags of 
green. Candle light the masterpiece. 

Spots of good cheer for either 
side of the centerpiece are popcorn 
baskets molded from the same 
corn and syrup mixture as for the 
balls. Line with red cellophane and 
pile the baskets high with stem 
raisins and nuts.
